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(57) Abstract: A plaster enclosing packaging bag that 
is capable of stably storing a plaster containing bisopro- 
lol in its pressure sensitive adhesive layer. There is pro- 
vided packaged dried plaster (1) comprising packaging 
bag (8) composed of a pair of laminated wrapping ma- 
terials (7a.7b) disposed in opposed relationship and, ac- 
commodated in the space within the packaging bag (8), 
Blaster (10). The plaster (10) comprises support (1_) and, 
superimposed on approximately the entire^ of one ma- 
jor surface of the support (12), pressure sensiUve adhesive 
layer (14) The pressure sensitive adhesive layer consists 
of a pressure sensitive adhesive composition comprising 
a pnssure sensitive adhesive mixed with bisoprolol or^a 
pharmacologically acceptable salt thereof. Further pack- 
aged drying agent (20) is accommodated in the packagmg 
bag (8) With respect to the plaster enclosing packapng 
bag (1) of this consiniction, the relative humidity within 
the packaging bag (8) is maintained at 25% or below. 
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
